A SAILORS EXPERIMENT. 


HOW ITS UNTOWARD RESULT 
AFFECTS THE INDUSTRY. 


Some Gossip About the Construction 
of the Pulp Mill at Madison, Me.— 
The Manufacturing Investment Com- 
pany’s Unprofitable Plant. 


Some of the questions which arise when 
a company or firm which occupies a posi- 
tion of importance in the industry passes 
into the hands of a.receiver are: What 
does the affair signify as regards the in- 
dustry? Does it indicate financial weak- 
ness along the line? Are the liabilities so 
placed that other concerns will become em- 
barrassed? 

The paper industry has been fortunate in 
this respect, that during the past five years 
there have been no failures that could be 
considered as indicative of an unhealthy 
condition of the trade or industry at large. 
In every case the cause of failure has been 
found in conditions which affected the firm 
or company itself, rather than in those 
which prevailed in the trade or industry at 
Moreover, in very few cases have 
failures caused any serious embarrassment 
outside of the immediate orbit of the in- 
solvents. 

The case of the Manufacturing Invest- 
ment Company, which owns sulphite pulp 





- mills at Appleton, Wis., and Madison, Me., 


and which passed into the hands of a re- 
ceiver two weeks ago, is much to the point. 
The company’s liabilities are heavy, but its 
creditors are principally its own stockhold- 
ers, and its embarrassment is due, not to 
any depression in the industry, nor to the 
effect of hard times, but to conditions 
which do not affect any other company. 
The story of the organization of the 
Manufacturing Investment Company by 
certain gentlemen who were prominent in 
political circles during Cleveland’s first ad- 
ministration, and of the building of its 
mills under the supervision of two or three 
naval officers, eminent in their own profes- 
sion but theorists only in mill construc- 
tion, has been told so many times that 
everybody in the industry is familiar with 
it. Some interesting details were given to 
a Paper TRADE JOURNAL representative 
the other day by a gentleman who is fa- 
miliar with the affairs of the company, and 
they are told merely to give force to his 
assertion that the embarrassment of the 
concern is a sporadic case, rather than part 
and parcel of an epidemic. It is generally 
supposed that business men who achieve 
success are business men in every sense, at 
all times and under all circumstances, but 


‘even as “Homer sometimes nods,” so mil- 


lionaires who have made their own millions 
may occasionally be caught mapping. 

“Good fellowship and sentiment played 
important parts in the building of the Man- 
ufacturing Investment Company’s mills,” 
said the gentleman referred to. “There 
was no reason why a naval officer should 
have been selected to build a pulp mill any 
more than there could be for the choice of 
a millwright to build a cruiser. The navy 
men were good engineers in their own line, 
but they knew nothing practically about 
the sulphite industry nor about mill-build- 
ing. The officer to whom was assigned 
the supervision of the construction of the 
Appleton mill knew enough to allow the 
mill architect under him to work out his 
own plans, while his companion-in-arms at 
the Madison mill got so thoroughly out of 
touch with his expert that the latter threw 
up the work, The Appleton mill has made 
money and the Madison mill has lost. I 
happen to know that during one particular 
month, two or three years ago, the Apple- 
ton mill showed a profit of $4,000, while 
the Madison mill lost $10,000, _ 

“T doubt if the millionaires who supplied 
the money for the construction account 
knew within a- hundred -thousand dollars 
what the Madison mill had cost when it 








was started up. Money was furnished al- 


most without question, on the simple as- 
sertion that ten, or twenty, or fifty thou- 
sand dollars were needed for construction 
work. And the way that naval discipline 
was enforced at the Madison mill was a 
caution. One day a naval officer went into 
the digester room a few minutes before 
noon and found two men putting on their 
coats to go to lunch. He discharged them 
on the spot, because they had ‘knocked off’ 
too early. The men had been brought at 
great expense and trouble from Germany 
to line the digesters, and there were no 
others equally skillful to take their places. 
Inexperienced men finished the work—and 
the digesters leaked like blazes when they 
were put into operation. 

“When the mill had been running for 
some time an expert accountant was sent 
to Madison to straighten out the construc- 
tion accounts, and he was several months 
in doing it. He found stacks of bills for 
goods with no one’s O. K.; and it was like 
hunting for needles in a haystack to find 
which of the several assistant superintend- 
ents and foremen was responsible for any 
particular purchase. The accountant went 
to .Madison suspecting a big steal. He 
came away fully convinced of the honesty 
of everybody in the plant, but also fully 
convinced that naval methods were not 
adapted to pulp-mill construction.” 

A rumor has been current in the trade 
to .the. effect that the Madison mill will 
eventually be sold to the Great Northern 


Paper Company, which is preparing to | 


build a gigantic. paper-making plant at 
Millinocket, Me. The wish may be father 
to the thought, or the idea may have 
been suggested by the fact that Col. Oliver 


H. Payne, who is heavily interested as | 


creditor and stockholder in the Manufac- 
turing Investment Company, is one of the 
backers of the Millinocket enterprise. 
“One of the trade papers—not 
JouRNAL, for it is always right’”—observed 
Mr. James Conley, sales agent of the Man- 
ufacturing Investment Company, “printed 
an atrocious mis-statement about this com- 
pany a few days ago, when it said that our 
mill at Madison had run only five days in 
six months. I want to state that our Mad- 
ison mill has run continuously and with- 
out shutting down since last spring, when 
a freshet compelled us to tie up for a short 
time. With the exception of August and 
September, when we made repairs, our mill 
at Appleton, Wis., has not closed, either, 
for a year, and both are being operated 
now to their full capacity.” Mr. Conley 
said he knew nothing of the rumored pur- 
chase of the Madison mill by the Great 
Northern Company, excepting what he had 


seen in the papers.

Writing Paper Problem. 


No sooner have the affairs of the Union 
Bag and Paper Company been whipped 
into shape than the paper world is invited 
to turn its eyes anew toward the writing 
combine, the promoters of which have been 
very active this week securing options and 
persuading the halting ones that a trust 
is just right. 

The two banking firms, Dean & Shibley, 
of Providence, and Lee, Higginson & Co., 
of Boston, which are the real motive power 
in this deal, have made good progress in 
securing the options, There are about 
forty-three companies in all in the Con- 
necticut Valley, Ohio and Wisconsin, and 
the promoters must have twenty-five at 
least before they can talk business. 

There is very little doubt now that 
enough concerns will fall into line to make 
the thing a success. In fact, as one man 
who had attended a meeting at Holyoke 
said yesterday, “the manufacturers in 
Holyoke, or at least a majority of them, 
already talk as though everything had gone 
into a common pool, and seem to take no 
more interest in their individual properties. 
They tell me that the bankers have pledges 
from 75 per cent. of the mills, and that the 
others are wavering.”

THE FIGHT FOR FREE STOCK 


IMPORTERS CALL ON MANUPAC- 
TURERS FOR HELP. 


If Duty Is to Be Collected, One Branch 
of the Paper Industry May Be Seri- 
ously Affected—The Financial As- 
pect of the Case. 


The paper stock importers are sharpen- 
ing their knives preparing for the combat 
next Tuesday with the Board of Apprais- 
ers. They are taking no chances, and will 
have the keenest of legal talent to look 
after their interests and take advantage of 
any technicalities that may develop. 

The committee, consisting of Col. S. P. 
Train, J. Fred. Ackerman, James Pirnie, 
H. Overton, and Chairman Gottheil, met 
on Wednesday afternoon and talked the 
situation over. Pains will be taken to 
have as many paper manufacturers as pos- 
sible present at the hearing, for it is as 
much to their interest as any one’s to do 
away with the present erratic assessment. 

The importers are anxious to have the 
co-operation of the American Paper and 
Pulp Association, with whose legislative 
committee the importers’ committee will 
confer next week; but they are also dis- 
cussing their troubles among themselves, 
with the result that they do not intend to 
bear all the expense of the assessment in 
case it should be continued. 

“We cannot stand to pay $300 or $400 
a week extra,” said one importer, “and the 
manufacturer will have to share it. The 
shipper we cannot prevail on, as his con- 
tract ends at the dock. But hereafter we 





will take our orders on the proviso that if | 
there is a duty the buyers will share it.” 


This will make the matter rather serious 
for the paper manufacturers who use that 
sort of paper stock. The duty as at present 
assessed figures up to 30 cents per 100 
pounds, or $6.72 per “long ton” of 2,240 
pounds, and any part of that amount, 
added to the present cost of the grade of 
paper manufactured from this stock, will 
add very materially to the paper manufac- 
turers’ burden. A large quantity of manilla 
stock comes to this country in the course 
of the year. The importations for the last 
three years were as follows:

A “bale” is not an exact quantity, but 
for the purpose of a rough estimate it may 
be considered as weighing about 300 
pounds. Taking that figure as a basis it 
will be seen that the importations last year 
were approximately 16,000 tons, and if they 
had all been subject to duty according to 
the present status the importers or the 


paper manufacturers would have had to pay, | 


in round numbers, a tax of about $100,000. 
Of course, the importers can’t stand such 
a tax. Equally, of course, the paper man- 
ufacturers cannot—and probably the con- 
sumers of paper won't. 

The imposition of a duty on such paper 
stock may inflict injury on the industry 
in the matter of competition with paper of 
foreign manufacture. It is high enough to 
set off the protection that is given to pa- 
per and to allow foreign paper to come 
into this market on pretty even terms. Of 
course, anything like an attempt to export 
any paper made of this stock will be out of 
the question. 

All of which has been brought out in 
the discussions of the importefs during the 
past week. They want the manufacturers 
to be fully informed of the merits of the 
case in advance of the hearing, in order 
that a strong case may be presented to the 


appraiser.

The city marshal “has § sold out the effects 
of “The Great Round World” Publishing 
Company, New York, by a receiver’s sale, 
and realized $1,613.

Charles E. Graff, publisher, of 100 Wil- 
liam street, New York city, has filed a 
petition in bankruptcy, with liabilities of 
$6,008 and nominal assets of $1,306 in out- 
standing accounts, claims and stock for 
premiums.

There was an echo of the collapse sev- 
eral years ago of the cordage trust in the 
Federal Court on March 6, when James M. 
Waterbury and Chauncey Marshall, of the 
firm of Waterbury & Marshall, cordage, 
with offices in Front street, New York, 
and a factory in Brooklyn, filed petitions 
in bankruptcy.

Henry M. Burt, founder of the paper on 
the top of Mount Washington known as 
Among the Clouds, died at his home in 
Springfield, Mass., March 7, after a short 
illness. Mr. Burt was born in Otisco, 
N. Y., September 13, 1831. 





One of the pioneers in the discovery and 
application of sulphite for paper manufac 
ture died last month in the person of Dr 
Carl Clemm. Dr. Clemm was sixty-three 
years old, and bore many titles for his 
services to the Government. He had been 
a conspicuous member of the Reichstag 
(Parliament), and was the Royal Bavariau 
Privy Councillor. He died on February 
19 at Ludwigstafen on the Rhine. Dr. 
Clemm was known widely as one of the 
founders of the Waldhof Sulphite Com- 
pany, which has enjoyed a good reputation 
in this country, and through his energy its 
product was introduced in many parts of 
the world. 





Marshall Childs, formerly for many 
years a resident of East Lee, Mass., died 
recently at the home of his daughter in 
Moville, Ia. Marshall Childs was born at 
Lee, Mass., May 2, 1808. His business life 
was mostly spent in selling paper, for the 
manufacture of which Lee was famous. 





D. B. Stedman, formerly a well-known 
merchant and book publisher of Boston. 
died in Chicago, March 3, aged eighty-two. 
Mr. Stedman was a native Bostonian. After 
finishing his school education he was for

Robert A. Johnson, who was for several 
years connected with the New York Tri- 
bune and was at the time of his death man- 
aging editor of the Newtown Register, died 
suddenly on March 8 in the Long Island 
College Hospital, Brooklyn. His death 
was a complete surprise to his family. He 
was taken ill in a street car the evening be- 
fore. The cause of death is not known. 
Mr. Johnson was for almost half his life a 
newspaper man. He was born on the island 
of Jamaica in September, 1825, and his 
father was a wealthy planter. In 1865 he 
was a member of the Jamaica Legislature, 
and was one of the few men who sided with 
the mulatto Gordon, who was also a mem- 
ber of the Legislature at that time, in his

| Mr. West was confined to his bed five 
weeks on that occasion. 

“There is no telling what will be the out- 
come of this,” said Mr. George West, Jr., 
to a representative of THE Journat. “The 
stroke has taken effect almost entirely in 
his head, and it is only a question whether 
or not the blood can be absorbed. Dr. 
Janeway tells me that in all his practice he 
has never seen a man of such will power 
and stamina. In spite of his critical condi- 
tion my father has got up several times 
and walked about the room. His mind is 
alternately clear and wandering, and he is 
continually inquiring about the affairs of 
the trust. It was his very keen interest and 
unusual activity in this that brought on the 
attack, and our only hope to save him is 
by keeping him quiet, which seems almost 
impossible.” 

The family of Mr. West was notified im- 
mediately, and, with the exception of Mrs. 
West, who has been ill for two years, they 
all came down and are at the sick man’s 
bedside. 

Mr. West is now seventy-six years old, 
and though of rugged constitution has not 
been in very good health since his attack 
last summer. This stroke has left him the 
use of his limbs and body, but has so 
shocked his nervous system and brain 
power that it is feared he will never again 
be able to take an active part in business,

half came from Great Britain. We exported 
$1,005,016 worth of stationery, of which 
about half went to Great Britain, and $2,- 
702,351 worth of printing paper, of which 
about three-fifths went to England. We 
imported $699,981 worth of rags, half of it 
from Germany, and $2,107,242 worth of 
paper stock other than rags, nearly half 
from England. We also bought abroad 
$2,838,738 worth of paper and manufac- 
tures of paper, about three-fifths of it from 
Germany. Of wood pulp we imported 
$601,642 worth, about half of it from Can- 
ada. Any way one looks at it, this country 
may be very well satisfied with its record as 
regards important exports of paper, paper 
stock and manufactures of paper. —

Flood in the Hudson. 





A dispatch from Troy, N. Y., says that 
recent rains and warm weather have broken 
up the ice in the Hudson River as far north 
as Waterford, and the mass may move out 
at almost any moment. The portion below 
Fifth street, Lansingburgh, has already 
started and has reached a spot near Ken- 
wood, below Albany, where a gorge has 
formed. If the freshet continues the State 
dam may suffer, as the ice is very heavy. 
There is a jam at the mouth of the second 
sprout of the Mohawk, which may be dis- 
lodged by the high water from the streams 
above. The water rose 45 inches above the 
dam in one day and 65 inches below, neces- 
sitating the closing of the Orr paper mills, 
it being impossible to obtain power from 
the hydraulic canal.

(38) J. S. A., Jersey City, asks: 

Question.—Are there only eight pounds 
of water in a gallon? In looking over 
Quiz, in the last issue of THe Journat, I 
find that in your calculations for a pump 
you allow eight pounds of water to the gal- 
lon (fractions neglected). I have always 
been led to believe until recently that ten 
pounds was about the standard for fresh 
water. I find that all English books cal- 
culate on the basis of ten pounds to the 
gallon. Will you kindly explain the differ- 
ence? 

Answer.—The standard’ gallon, as 
adopted in the United States, contains 231 
cubic inches, and weighs, with barometer 
at 30 and thermometer 62 degrees Fahr., 
8.3389 pounds avoirdupois. The usual 
statement is that a gallon of fresh water 
weighs 8% pounds, giving about 7% gal- 
lons to the cubic foot of 624% pounds. The 
old English imperial gallon contains 282 
cubic inches, and that quantity of water 
does weigh ten pounds; hence the confu- 
sion above alluded to. It may be further 
stated that both standards are in use in 
England, and also, but not to the extent 
that they were formerly, in the United 
States also. The standard of 231 eubic 
inches is known as the “wine,” and that of 
282 as the “beer” gallon. 

(39) M. P. S., Newark, N. J., asks: 

Question.—I have to blow on cylinders 
(moulds) with steam on an average of 
once in thirty-six hours. Do you think 
that has a tendency to shorten the life of a 
face? 

Answer.—The tremendous pressure ex- 
erted upon a wire surface by a jet of high 
pressure steam must have a great tendency 
to bulge it, thereby stretching the wire. 
This especially when a jet is applied close 
to the outside of a face which is badly 
filled up. (The steam jet should be applied 
very carefully, being held at a distance of a 
few inches until the bulk, or at least a part 
of the stuff, has been blown out, thereby 
allowing some of the steam to pass through 
the wire, and not exert such an immense 
pressure upon its surface.) After thus blow- 
ing for a short time the nozzle may be 
carried close to the wire and the blowing 
finished with it in that position. 

A method of procedure which would 
give much better results, with less damage 
to the face, would be to blow from the 
inside of the mould. This could be done 
by introducing between the arms of the 
cylinder a pipe with a side nozzle, some- 
what similar to some of the boiler tube 
blowers. The stuff would then be blown 
out in the opposite direction from which it 
entered the wire, and the action would be 
like backing out a lot of little wedges. In 
blowing from the outside the action is like 
trying to drive a lot of wedges through a 
lot of holes, instead of backing them out. 

The wire would also stand more pressure 
without bagging, when blown from the in- 
side, as the natural strength of a cylinder 
or a tube is greater to resist internal pres- 
sure than it is to resist it from the outside. 

Some trouble will arise from trying to 
dodge the many arms of a cylinder, but by 
withdrawing the instrument and inserting 
it in turn between each row of arms, the 
whole circumference of the mould can be 
reached. 

(40) F. L. E., Newark, N. J., asks: 

Question.—We have an inquiry from a 
foreign correspondent for a machine for 
pasting and combining sheets of paper to 
make the thickest which may be required 
for mounting photographs. He operates a 
paper mill and wants this machine to paste 
six-ply at once and a cutter to cut as soon 
as pasted. He also wants a beveling and 
corner cutting machine for making round 
and fancy cornered beveled and gilt-edged 
cards. From whom can we obtain cuts 
and prices of such machinery for export? 

Answer.—A pasting machine which will 
answer this purpose is controlled by 
Charles Gage, East Pepperell, Mass., and 
I understand that full information regard- 
ing the machine can be obtained from that 


gentleman. The pasted board is dried as 
soon as put together by passage over a set 
of regular cylinder steam heated dryers 
similar to those used in a paper machine. 
It would seem as if a better way to make 
up photo mounts is to run them duplex on 
a cylinder machine, without pasting. _ 

I do not know of a machine for cutting 
and beveling corners on round or fancy 
covered cards. A machine is in the market 
for beveling the straight edges, but the 
round and fancy corners are either cut with 
dies or worked out by hand, and then 
beveled one by one. Perhaps this question 
may bring to notice some party who has 
lately perfected machinery for this pur- 
pose.

Hints as to Methods of Testing Paper 


Microscopically. 

It requires a pretfy expert man to deter- 
mine infallibly the kind of stock used for 
making a certain kind of paper when a 
sample thereof is presented to him. To do 
this the use of a microscope is necessary; 
in fact, a good instrument of this kind 
hould be part of the outfit of every mill 


ffice. 


The instrument described in THe Jour- ; 


aL of February 28 (page 165, by M. W. 
Danielson) will answer for the purpose of 
esting, but much more satisfactory work 
an be done with an instrument of higher 
srade. To begin with, samples of as many 
kinds of pulp as possible should be pro- 
cured and microscope slides made from 
hem. 

It is a comparatively easy matter to pre- 
pare these slides and, when plainly marked 


with the kind of stock the sample of pulp | 
in each is made from, form a convenient 


and infallible guide for determining the 
composition of various kinds of papers. 
To secure such stock samples it is neces- 


sary only to dip up a little stuff on the | 


machine. If taken between the slice bars 
it can be secured easily, and may be kept 
until convenient to make up the slide 
therefrom. Glass for slides may be pur- 
chased all ready for use, and a bit of stuff 
should be taken from the bottle with a 
glass rod after the former has been well 
shaken. 

The bit of stuff is placed on the glass 
slide and mounted in one of the several 
vays laid down in instruction books upon 
making microscope slides. They may he 
sealed with balsam if desired, but pulp is 
not particularly damaged by atmospheric 
dampness; therefore they may be mounted 
without balsam for our present purpose. 

The great point in this kind of testing is 
to be sure of the stock in the slides. This 
can only be done by watching things close- 
ly in the mill, and by getting samples as 
opportunity arises of various stocks and 
mixtures. Comprehensive data should ac- 
company each sample, showing the entire 


| possible, a sample of 





preparation of the stock, the sizing, load- 
ing, beating and all other things that could 
affect that particular sample. 

It may be well to prepare slides also 
from a bit of finished paper, taking care 
to get a sample which is the same as was 
taken from between the slice bars. This 
may be done by following along the point 
from which a sample of stuff was taken, 
and when it gets into paper tear off a bit 
and take a sample therefrom for a slide to 
be compared with that taken in liquid 
form. 

The object of the above is to determine 
the change, if any, made in the sample by 
re-pulping from paper to a condition which 
allows a slide to be made up. It will be 
necessary to do this re-pulping very care- 
fully, with a glass rod, on a bit of glass 
plate, in order to separate the fibres of the 
paper with as little injury to them as pos- 
sible. The amount of change, if any, will 
be seen by comparing -the slides made 
from dry and wet samples, taken from the 
machine as above described. 

Having in time secured as many slides as 
strange paper may 
be tested by pulping a bit thereof, from 
which a slide is made and compared in the 
microscope with the test slides until one is 
found which is identical to the slide being 
tested. This done, the rest is easy. 


A much easier and more reliable method 
of comparison of slides, although there is 
a little more work in it, is to make micro- 
photographs of the slides; to do this the 
eye-piece of the microscope is removed 
and that end of the microscope inserted 
in a small camera in place of the usual 
lens. An image of the slide, or of the 
stuff thereon, will be projected upon the 
ground glass of the camera, and may be 
fixed on a photographic plate in the usual 
manner, or may be impressed directly upon 
a piece of bromide paper placed in the 
camera in place of the usual dry plate. 

Having thus made prints of all the test 
slides make one from the sample slide, and 
then the prints can all be compared one 
with another until a test print is found 
which corresponds to that of the sample 
of paper under inquiry. By this method 
it is not necessary to remember how both

Various Notes. 


Oil is not sure to distribute itself along 
a well-fitting bearing unless there are clean 
oil channels of fair size. If one part of a 
journal heats, see that there are oil chan- 
nels, that they are sufficiently large, and 
that they are clean and supplied with plenty 
of oil. 








Too much attention cannot be given to 
temperature when mixing or working col- 
ors. Temperature has more influence upon 
colors, particularly upon delicate shades, 
than most men have any idea of. It will 
pay to watch the thermometer closely when 
making new, or duplicating old, colors and 

shades.

Photographic Paper and Mounts. 





The photographer is sometimes seri- 
ously annoyed by the staining and fading 
of silver prints which he knows to have 
been thoroughly treated with the necessary 
chemicals, and thoroughly washed to re- 
move the last trace of the solutions used. 

When fading and spatting takes place 
after the thoroughness above noted, the 
photographer can only turn to the paper 
for a cause of his trouble. Theoretically, a 
photographic paper on card mount should 
be made of only pure rag stock and pure 
water. The rags should be white, that no 
bleach need be used. As a theory, the above 
is all right, but in practice it falls far short 
of the mark. The necessity for cheap pro- 
duction of paper and cards demands that 
cheap, and therefore inferior, stock be 
used. Bleaching must, therefore, be done, 
and the use of wood pulp, also bleached, is 
resorted to in some instances. The result 
is that the poor photographer is caught 
“between the devil and the deep sea’; for, 
if the paper manufacturer leaves a trace of 
chlorine in the paper on card mounts, it 
will affect the silver of the photographic 
print, and in time so fade the picture that 


_ it is tnrecognizable and worthless. 


If, on the other hand, the paper maker 
attempts to neutralize the excess of black 
by using antichlor, he at once gets the 
photographer into other difficulties. The 
common “antidotes” used for neutralizing 
an excess of bleach are either the sulphite 
or the hyposulphite of soda. Both of these 
are powerful photographic chemicals, and 
the latter will cause trouble when left in 
the finished paper. 

An excess of sulphite of soda is not 
nearly as harmful as when too much hypo- 
sulphite is used. There is more oxygen 
and less sulphur in the sulphite than in the 
hyposulphite, and in photography the sul- 
phite is used merely to prevent oxidization 
of other chemicals, principally pyrogallic 
acid, amidol, etc. Other than as above 
stated, sulphite of soda seems to have no 
effect in photography, and its presence can 
do no harm, even if present to a con- 
siderable extent. 

On the other hand, when hyposulphite 
of sodium is used to excess, trouble is sure 
to follow. There is no chemical used in 
photography which is so drastic, persistent 
and pronounced in effect as hyposulphite 
of soda, except cyanide of potassium. But

“hypo” is bad enough. It destroys the 
value of all other photographic solutions 
into which it may find its way. It is al- 
ways used as a final solution in the treat- 
ment of photographic prints, and if not 
entirely removed by thorough washing, in- 
variably discolors or fades the prints. 

In using this substance as an antichlor, 
the bleaching solution remaining in the 
paper is decomposed, and forms calcium 
sulphite, sodium chloride and hydrochloric 
acid. It is the last named substance which 
causes trouble for the photographer when 
present, when there is no free 
“hypo.” 

It cannot be otherwise deduced that the 
presence of hyposulphite of soda is more 
harmful in the card mount upon which the 
photograph is pasted than it is when pres- 
ent in the paper itself. Then, the “hypo” 
could cause little trouble in a finished pic- 


even 


ture, for the ast treatment the photog- 
rapher gives before washing is an im- 
mersion of the print in a solution of 
“hypo,” and the subsequent and pro- 


longed washing should remove whatever 
“hypo” might be left in the paper as anti 
chlor, as well as it removes all traces of 
the hypo bath. 

It is possible for the presence of “hypo” 
to spoil the silver paper by writing with 
and discharging the silver with which the 
paper is charged, but this only results in 
damaging the silver paper, and making im- 
possible the printing of a perfect picture 
upon the paper containing an excess of 
antichlor. It spoils the paper, but not the 
print after that is finished. 

The paper manufacturer must then guard 
against using hyposulphite of soda when 
making material for photo mounts. If used 
at all, it should be only in such quantity 
as to neutralize the bleach. It can be done, 
but it puts considerable extra work on the 
beaterman which in some cases he is in- 
competent or disinclined to do. If he can 
be made to put in a smaller quantity of 
“hypo” than he knows will be needed, and 
to test out the contents of each engine tub 
by means of a bottle of starch and potassi- 
um-iodide solution, there is some chance of 
getting stock free from either bleach or 
“hypo.” : 

The part of antichlor used should be run 
into the beater with the water, and after 
the starch has been furnished, a glassful 
of the water will show a blue color when 
the test solution is added. More “hypo”

solution should be added to the beater un- 
til there is no blue tint when the water is 
tested. 

Not only does an excess of “hypo” have 
a bad effect upon photo paper and card 
mounts, but it causes a good deal of trouble 
when colors, and particularly delicate 
shades, are to be made. Much of the un- 
desirable “rise and fall” of color may be 
laid at the door of too much bleach, or too 
much “killer.” 

Paper makers are disinclined to use the 
safe sulphite in place of the “hypo” because 
the former costs more per pound than the 
latter, also that three or four times as much 
sulphite as “hypo” is required to do the 


same work.

Whitewash as a Fire Protection. 


The Chicago Timberman believes in a 
liberal use of whitewash around mill 
plants. It says: “There is no investment 
that can be made in connection with a 
manufacturing plant constructed largely or 
wholly of wood that will net returns com- 
parable to those accompanying the small 
cost of a thorough coating of whitewash 
applied to all wood surfaces, inside and out, 
notwithstanding which it would be difficult 
to find a half-dozen plants in the United 
States where it is employed to its full ad- 
vantage. 

“A careful inspection of the average so- 
called modern mill plant is calculated to 
impress one with the idea that all condi- 
tions subsequent to construction and initial 
machinery installation, including fire ex- 
tinguishing apparatus, are made to con- 
spire and combine in making it an absolute 
certainty that the latter will ultimately be 
called into play; and that this view of the 
case is extensively held by those who have 
investigated the subject and have an im- 
portant, though indirect, interest in it, 
seems to be proven by the prevailing rates 
charged for insurance on such risks. 

“Apart from the sanitary and artistic con- 
siderations, which in themselves are more 
than sufficient to compensate for the outlay 
in thoroughly covering all accessible wood 
work with a coating of lime wash, it is 
safe to say that it will reduce the fire risk 
by fully 50 per cent., it being almost im- 
possible to set fire to a wood surface pro- 
tected by it.”

Appraisers’ Decisions. 





In the matter of the protest of S. Ot- 
tenberg & Brothers against the decision of 
the collector of customs at New York, as 
to the duty assessable on certain importa- 
tions made in 1898, General Appraiser Wil- 
kinson has rendered the following opinion: 

“The merchandise consists of flexible 
pocket cigar cases of the usual size; and 
made of surface-coated paper in two Pieces 
one telescoping into the other. The cases 
are ornamented with fancy pictures, They 
were returned by the appraiser as smok 
ers’ articles, and were assessed for duty ac 
cordingly at 60 per cent. under paragraph 
459, act of July, 1897. It is claimed that 
they are dutiable as manufactures of paper 
at 35 per cent., or as fancy. boxes at 45 per 
cent. The importers’ representative testj 
fied that the cases were not distinctively 
smokers’ articles, but are often used as 
card cases, flask holders, etc. 

“Whatever may be the exceptional uses 
to which articles of this character may be 
put, those now before us were manifestly 
designed for holding cigars, and are suit- 
able for such use only. It seems that the 
point to be considered is whether,the cases 
are boxes or not. We find that.the goods 
are not boxes, and they are smokers’ ar- 
ticles. The decision of the collector is ac- 
cordingly affirmed.”

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The [Machine and Machine Room. 











By James HALL. 





No department of a paper mill is more 
important than that of the machine room, 
and it is necessary to have the best and 
most practical of paper makers in charge 
of it. There should be two stuff chests— 
one for the beaters to empty into, the other 
for the machine to draw from. As soon as 
stuff in one chest gets low, the machine 
should commence on the 
other. 

Those who have not tried this will find 
great advantage in doing so, as it secures 
uniformity in both substance and color of 
sheet, and different shades of 
color from appearing in one and the same 
ream of paper. 

A machine man who is charged with and 
responsible for the making of a good shee 
of paper will take care to have the sand 
traps well arranged, for which a good deal 
of skill is necessary. Practical experience 
has shown that the best sand trap is that 
which allows the stuff to travel a long dis- 
tance before it reaches the screens. An 
open chute, five or six inches deep, and 
from a foot to twenty inches wide, accord 
ing to the nature of the stuff and size of 
the machine, makes a good sand trap. 

The chutes should be lined at the bottom 
with felt; old wet felt is best for the pur- 
pose, the nap of the felt being placed 
against the flow of the stuff, thus giving it 
a chance to catch the grit and dirt that 
may settle during the flow of the stuff to 
the machine. 

In order to gain distance for the flow, the 
chutes should be arranged in a tier of 
three, one above the other, the first going 
sixteen or eighteen feet in one direction, 
then returning, and afterwards going back 
to the end from which it started, the stuff 
flowing thence to the strainers. At certain 
distances there should be bars about two 
inches high across the chutes, to catch the 
dirt that may be coming along, and which, 
from its own weight, will generally sink to 
the bottom. 

Another point of importance in the ma- 
chine room is that of the wire. A wire is 
a costly requisite, and the utmost care is 
necessary in putting it on so as not to get 
it damaged at the outset. Wires should 
not be worked too tight. A slack wire, 
all things being equal, will run the longest, 
but for steady running it is necessary to

have it fairly tight, and this should be se- 


cured without unduly straining it. 
Cleanliness is necessary throughout the 
machine as well as the machine room. In 
order to make good paper, and with profit- 
able results, the first and second press felts 
must be kept scrupulously clean, and every 
care taken to prevent dirt of any kind ad- 
hering to the press rolls. The machine 
man should see that his subordinates keep 
the machine room thoroughly clean. 
There should be no accumulation of dirty 
papers allowed anywhere, but particularly 
underneath and around the machine. The

whole of the mechanism, including driving | 


gear, should be kept clean and bright, and 
the oiling and greasing neatly done. 

It has been truly said that “Cleanliness is 
next to godliness,” and it may with equal 
truth be said that nowhere are these two 
virtues more needed or desirable than in a 
paper mill, and particularly so in the ma- 
chine room, from which care, forethought, 
patience and forbearance should never be 


absent.

A Boston daily, in commenting upon the 
changed condition of business in the line of 
distribution brought about as a result of 
the trust movement, says: 

“One feature of the present trust move- 
ment that has as yet attracted but little at- 
tention, but will undoubtedly be felt widely 
in the jobbing trade, relates to the method 
the trusts are adopting for the sale oi 
their product. Most of the trusts not only 
undertake to manage the production of 
their goods, but they also attend to the 
distribution of the product. A few jobbing 
houses are selected to represent the trust in 
each section of the country, and business is 
done through these houses alone, the other 
jobbers being left out in the cold. This 
change has already been brought about in 
this section in certain branches of trade 
where the trusts now control. The move- 
ment will affect jobbers still further, as the 
trust movement embraces more and more 
lines of trade.” 

Relative to this condition of affairs, J. 
Richard Carter, of Carter, Rice Company, 
Boston, contributed recently to the New 
York Commercial his views on the posi- 
tion of the jobber, which may be of some 
interest to the trade. Mr. Carter’s article is 
as follows: 

“The remark is often heard that in the 
change of business conditions the jobber 
is to be eliminated and his profit saved to 
the consumer. The fact seems to be lost 
sight of that the jobber performs a certain 
service that costs money and must be paid 
for, and a more correct statement of the 
case would be that manufacturers, in their 
eagerness for business, are at extra ex- 
pense to themselves, encroaching upon the 
business of the jobber. 

“Whether this is a wise or foolish move- 
ment time only will determine. There 
may be a very few lines of business where 
the consumer would be benefited, but in 
the majority conditions are similar to those 
existing in the paper trade, concerning 
which my opinion has been asked, and to 
a consideration of which I will confine 
myself. 

“By consumer, in the sense of benefit- 
ing the consumer, we understand the indi- 
vidual who makes use of the final product, 
and not an intermediate agent, who adds 
to the labor of the original manufacturer 
before the product reaches the real con- 
sumer.

“Viewed in this light, as regards paper, 
it is impossible for the real consumer to 
come in contact to any extent with the 
manufacturer, for paper comes to him in 
the form of his daily journal through the 
newspaper publisher, in books or maga- 
zines through their respective publishers, 
in wrapping paper through his various 
tradesmen, in commercial ‘use through the 
stationer or printer. 

“The question, then, is narrowed to this: 
Can the publisher, stationer, printer, etc., 
purchase more cheaply and give the bene- 
fit to the consumer if the jobber does not 
stand between them and the manufacturer? 
Certainly, if the manufacturer would con- 
tinue after the elimination of the jobber 
to sell to them at the same prices he had 
sold to the jobber; but this he would not 
do, because he could not afford to do so. 

“In paper the cost of production is les- 
sened when orders are large for any given 
size, weight or quality, so that the run of 
the machine is more continuous. The mo- 
ment the orders are small, and the changes 
more irequent, cost rises. If, to obviate 
this, the manufacturer carries a large 
stock, and sends out his salesmen to seek 
for the smaller orders, he becomes a job- 
ber, and his customer, whoever he may be, 
must pay for the cost of carrying this 
stock, and the expense of placing it on 
the market, in addition to the manufactur- 
ing profit. 

“But there is another important factor 
which would further reduce any anticipated 
saving, viz., the cost to the retailer or con- 
sumer of the transaction of the business, 
and the delivery of a dozen small orders 
from as many different mills where the job- 
ber could deliver in one shipment from a 
stock which he had received in large quan- 
tities at the lowest possible freight rates. 

“In the early days of the trade the prod- 
uct was chiefly marketed through the job- 
ber; now, where large quantities of spe- 
cial kinds are wanted, trade has gravi- 
tated direct to the mills, as in the case of 
the great daily papers, with their enormous 
consumption, and many of the large maga- 
zines and book publishers, with some 
others in various lines. 

“While the present condition is not as 
satisfactory to the paper jobber, who, from 
philanthropic or other motives, would be 
willing to return to good old customs, and 
have all the paper that is consumed pass 
through his hands, yet it will undoubtedly 
continue to exist.

“Those jobbers who have a well-estab- 
lished business, conducted on sound busi- 
ness principles, are not, even at the present 
time, bewailing their fortune or expecting 
to be annihilated in the near future. 

“If, however, such a fate is to overtake 
us, it will be because the manufacturers 
wish to add to their present occupation that 
of jobbers, in which case those jobbers who 
have any capital or brains left will have to 
add to their business manufacturing, and 
the competition will become keener than it 


is now.”

Bleaching Powder in Germany. 





Consul Brundage, of Aix-la-Chapelle, 
writes as follows to the State Department: 

“A short time ago I heard that a chemi- 
cal manufacturing firm had a representa- 
tive in the United States and expected to 
erect a plant for manufacturing chloride of 
lime, commercially known as_ bleaching 
powder. Last week the same party in- 
formed me that a contract had been closed 
with a New York firm for 4,000 tons of 
bleaching powder at $18.50 per ton, or 8.20 
marks ($1.85) per 100 kilograms, to be de- 
livered free on board steamer for export to 
the United States during the year 1899. 
My informant added that labor and materi- 
als being high in the United States, and the 
duty being one-fifth of 1 per cent. per 
pound, they would manufacture here. 

“I asked him if that was the price they 
sold it for here in Germany. His answer 
was: ‘No, we do not sell it here for less 
than 12 marks per 100 kilograms; but, in 
order to compete with England we must 
sell at that price in the United States or 
lose the market. I then asked if they could 
make money at that price, and was in- 
formed that the company did not do busi- 
ness for nothing.”

The expression of the strength 
of paper in terms of the number of pounds 
required to break a strip of certain dimen- 
sions does not correctly and adequately 
represent the absolute strength. This 


vantages over others. Of course, an ap- 
paratus intended for everyday use does not 
require the delicacy and fineness of adjust- 
ment which is essential to an apparatus 
used for special investigations. Grossmann 
has devised a delicate instrument for ap- 
plication in research work, which by means 
of multiplying ratchets and pinions indi- 
cates upon a circular dial very small differ- 
ences in thickness, 

The approximate measurement of thick- 
ness by the rough and ready process of as- 
certaining the height of a pile of sheets and 
dividing the result by the number of sheets 
forming the pile is not a reliable test. In 
the first place, the condition of the pile ma- 
terially affects its height. The greater the 
pressure to which the selected sheets are 
submitted, the less will be the thickness of 
the pile. For instance, the depth of space 
occupied by 200 sheets near the top of a 
fairly high stack of paper will be greater 
than the space occupied by an equal num- 
ber of sheets near the lower portion of the 
stack, simply because the latter sheets are 
pressed more closely together. 

The variations in the calculated thickness 
and the true thickness as determined by a 
micrometer screw gauge may be illustrated 
by the details of the following experiment: 

Two hundred sheets, to inches by 6 
inches, were counted out, and placed to- 
gether to form a pile, a piece of wood be- 
ing laid on the top. A slight. pressure was 
applied by hand for a moment or two and 
then removed. The sheets were allowed 
to assume a normal condition. At ‘this 
stage the exact height of the 200 sheets 
was one inch. A weight of one pound was 
laid upon the pile. The height then meas- 
ured fifteen-sixteenths of an inch. An ap- 
plication of 28 pounds reduced the height 
to seven-eighths of an inch, while with 160 
pounds the measurement gave thirteen- 
sixteenths of an inch. Under moderate 
pressure in a press the height was twenty- 
five-thirty-seconds of an inch. A careful 
determination of the thickness by means of 
a gauge indicated 0.0041 inches. 

Variation in Thickness.—It is a matter of 
common knowledge and experience that a 
number of sheets cut to an exact size from 
a large piece of paper will sometimes vary 
considerably in weight. If this variation be 
studied in connection with the thickness of 
paper it is often passible to determine, or 
at least surmise, the causes of difference. 
Thus if a long strip of paper be torn from 
a reel across its full width and examined 
carefully as..to. weight and thickness, the 
regularity or irregularity of any deviations 
observed will often be serviceable. If the 
strip is cut up into a number of equal sized 
pieces, each of which is properly numbered 
so as to indicate its position in the strip, 
a regular increase in weight of successive 
pieces would suggest a corresponding 
slight increase in thickness, as though the 
sheet had been made thin at one edge and 
gradually thickened towards the other.

Among these 
may be ranked such important qualities as 
color, finish, surface, appearance, and 
so on. 

Now, the thickness of a sheet is a prop- 
erty or characteristic of paper which occu- 
pies a somewhat peculiar and interesting 
position with regard to this subject. It is 
easily capable of expression in figures hav- 
ing a direct and absolute value. Possibly 
no test can be more quickly and readily ap- 
plied than that which is necessary for the 
determination of the distance between the 
upper and lower surfaces of a sheet of pa- 
per. Yet, by itself, the figure, whether 
given in thousandths of an inch or writ- 
ten down as so many fractiéns of a milli- 
metre, does not convey to the mind of the 
paper maker any real significance or mean- 


ing. 































































divided into 100 equal parts, then a move- 
ment of one division increases or decreases 
the distance by one-five-thousandth part of 
an inch. 

In this way the thickness of paper may 
be found very accurately. In one modifica- 
tien of this simple gauge an arrangement 
is fixed so that the pressure of the disks up- 
on the paper is always uniform and similar. 
Directly the pressure reaches a certain 
limit a small friction coupling attached 
comes into play and prevents any further 
horizontal ‘movements of the micrometer 
serew.
